INFORMATION 

Shoot  will  be  held  at  Second  and  Division  Streets.  Take 
street  car  marked  A on  Market  Square,  every  seven  minutes 
or  at  Third  and  Walnut  Streets,  opposite  Penn-Harris  Hotel. 
By  automobile  drive  north  on  Front  Street  to  Division  Street. 

The  management  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  entry. 

Professials  shoot  for  targets  only. 

American  trapshooting  rules  will  govern  all  other  points  not 
otherwise  covered  in  this  program. 

Broken  targets  if  shot  at  will  not  he  scored  whether  hit  or 
missed,  contestants  must  shoot  at  another  target. 

Every  target  fairly  thrown  and  in  proper  time  must  be  ac- 
cepted by  a contestant.  This  rule  will  be  enforced. 

EQUIPMENT  OF  GROUNDS 

Eight  (8)  Ideal  Leggett  Traps  will  be  installed,  and  the 
traps  will  be  in  charge  of  Mr.  Charles  North  of  Chamberlain 
Cartridge  and  Target  Co.  This  assures  all  contestants  from 
long  delays,  and  also  fair  targets.  Targets  will  not  be  thrown 
over  50  yards,  and  not  less  than  45  yards,  you  will  have  regu- 
lation targets  to  shoot  at.

PRICE  OF  TARGETS 

The  price  of  targets  will  be  2%  cents  each. 

MONEY  DIVISIONS 

The  percentage  optionals  $1.00  on  each  event  will  be  divided 
percentage  system  as  follows:  40%,  30%,  20%,  10%.  The 
management  has  been  requested  by  a large  amount  of  ama- 
teurs to  adopt  this  method  of  distribution. 

The  High  Gun  optional  on  each  event,  $1.00  entrance  will 
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be  divided,  high  guns  on  each  event.  Three  monies  for  each 
ten  entries  or  fraction  thereof. 

The  Lewis  Class  optionals  will  be  divided.  High  Guns  in 
each  class.  Four  monies  to  each  class,  A,  B,  C,  and  D.  The 
scores  each  contestant  makes  will  be  arranged  in  rotation,  and 
the  usual  Lewis  class  division  will  determine  the  winner’s 
purse. 

MONEY  DIVISION  FOR  CLASSIFICATION  PURSE 
ON  180  TARGETS 

The  classification  purse  will  be  divided  as  follows:  Class  A 
will  only  participate  for  Class  A entrance.  Class  B will  par- 
ticipate in  Class  B entrance.  Class  C will  participate  in  Class 
C entrance.  Class  D will  participate  in  Class  D entrance.  Any 
contestant  who  enters  the  classification  event  is  contesting  with 
men  in  his  class,  and  the  entrance  money  collected  will  be 
applied  to  each  class  according  to  the  number  of  entries  placed 
in  each  class.  For  example  if  there  are  50  contestants  in  each 
Class  A,  B,  C,  and  D.  then  there  would  be  an  equal  amount  of 
money  in  each  Class.  The  amount  of  money  in  each  class  will 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  men  placd  in  each  Class.  The 
money  in  each  class  will  be  divided,  high  guns  in  each  class, 
one  (1)  money  for  each  five  (5)  men.  For  example  should 
there  be  sixty  men  in  any  one  class,  the  money  in  that  particu- 
lar class  would  be  divided  among  12  contestants,  the  usual 
high  gun  method  of  division.  This  classification  event  should 
be  entered  by  all  contestants  on  the  first  480  Registered  Tar- 
gets beginning  on  Tuesday  morning,  June  8th,  and  ending  with 
event  8 on  Thursday,  June  10th. 

CLASSIFICATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Classification  Committee  will  be  selected  from  the 
shooters  who  attend,  and  the  shooters  selected  will  classify 
the  contestants  from  their  known  ability  and  the  Official  aver- 
ages as  published  for  1919.  This  Committee  will  be  instructed 
to  be  fair  to  each  contestant.  The  Committee  who  will  classify 
the  contestants  will  not  allot  their  own  classification.  They 
will  be  classified  by  the  Program  Committee.  When  any  shooter 
has  been  classified  in  the  classification  event  his  classification 
cannot  be  changed. 

The  high  gun  optionals  on  any  part  or  all  parts  of  this  pro- 
gram where  any  entrance  fee  is  collected,  will  be  divided  as 
usual  three  (3)  monies  for  each  ten  (10)  entries  or  fraction 
thereof.

A 
trophy  will  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  winning  team. 

Events  6,  7,  and  8,  Wednesday,  June  9th,  (60  targets)  will 
constitute  the  Three-men  Team  State  Championship.  Con- 
testants must  be  bona-fide  members  of  the  Club  they  represent. 

A trophy  will  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  winning  team. 

Events  6,  7,  and  8,  on  Thursday,  June  10th,  (60  targets) 
will  constitute  the  Four-men  Team  State  Championship.  Con- 
testants must  be  bona-fide  members  of  the  club  they  repre- 
sent. A trophy  will  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  winning 
team. 

An  optional  entrance  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  contestant  of 
each  team  will  be  charged  and  all  entrance  money  will  be  put 
into  a purse,  and  will  be  divided  as  follows:  60%  of  purse  to 
winning  team  and  4 0%  to  the  second  high  team.  This  distri- 
bution also  applies  to  the  Three-men  team,  and  the  Four-men 
team.  Any  club  can  shoot  as  many  teams  as  they  choose.  Any  j 
teams  who  wish  to  enter  these  team  races,  and  do  not  wish  to 
pay  $1.00  entrance,  can  do  so  and  are  eligible  to  win  the  tro- 
phies.

To  the  Sportsmen  of  Pennsylvania: 

The  Program  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Annual  Shoot  and 
meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Sportsmen’s  Association 
reserved  several  pages  of  space  for  a short  synopsis  of  our 
work.  This  is  very  much  appreciated,  and  I hope  that  the  fol- 
lowing will  be  of  interest. 

The  Game  Commission  since  its  creation  in  1895  has  been 
making  rapid  progress.  When  my  predecessor.  Dr.  Kalbfus, 
took  hold  of  the  work  in  the  fall  of  1895  there  was  no  appro- 
priation of  any  kind  for  this  department.  He,  however,  untir- 
ingly carried  on  the  work  and  with  the  aid  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia State  Sportsmen  and  other  organizations,  as  well  as  indi- 
viduals, brought  the  work  to  its  present  prominence  in  the 
United  States. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  first  appropriation  ever 
made  to  the  Game  Commission  was  in  1897  when  an  appro- 
priation of  $800.00  was  made  to  pay  the  postage  and  express 
charges  for  the  Commission  for  two  years.  The  next  session 
made  a similar  appropriation.  In  1901  an  appropriation  of 
$3,000.00  was  made,  and  from  there  on  the  appropriations  in- 
creased to  $97,400.00  in  1913. 

The  appropriation  made  in  1913  was  the  last  appropriation 
made  to  the  Board  of  Game  Commissioners  from  general  funds 
of  the  Commonwealth.  Since  June  1st,  1915,  the  Department 
has  been  operating  exclusively  on  revenue  collected  through 
the  Resident  Hunter’s  Licenses.  As  a matter  of  comparison  I 
believe  it  advisable  to  give  the  Resident  Hunter’s  Licenses  and 
Non-Resident  Hunter’s  Licenses  issued  each  year  since  1913, 
which  data  is  as  follows:

The  total  net  revenue  collected  last  year  per  Resident  Hunter’s 
Licenses  and  penalties,  taxidermist’s  licenses,  etc.,  amounted 
to  approximately  $400,000  in  round  figures,  or  more  than  four 
times  the  largest  amount  that  was  ever  appropriated  to  the 
Game  Commission  from  general  taxation  for  a period  of  two 
years. 

The  figures  on  the  kill  of  game  last  year  are  astounding.  The 
total  estimated  weight  of  the  game  killed  was  more  than  3,600 
tons. 

This  estimate  does  not  include  shore  birds  of  various  kinds 
nor  blackbirds  killed.  In  addition  to  the  legal  male  deer,  119 
male  fawns  and  2 07  doe  deer  were  killed  during  the  season, 
but  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  an  army  of 
about  75,000  riflemen  were  hunting  deer  during  the  season, 
many  of  whom  had  never  hunted  big  game  before,  it  is  a won- 
der that  more  illegal  deer  were  not  killed. 

Out  of  the  large  army  of  hunters  in  Pennsylvania  last  year 
we  had  but  3 5 men  killed  and  12  8 men  wounded,  which  did 
not  prove  fatal.  One  man  was  killed  in  mistake  for  a deer, 
the  first  accident  of  this  kind  since  1914.  I give  below  com- 
parative figures  for  hunting  accidents  for  the  last  five  years 
as  follows:

New  Legislation. 

The  last  session  of  the  Legislature  did  not  materially  change 
the  laws  pertaining  to  our  work  except  in  a few  instances.  One 
important  act  gives  the  Game  Commission  authority  to  expend 
accumulated  moneys  from  the  Resident  Hunter’s  License  reve- 
nue for  the  purchase  of  suitable  lands  for  Game  Preserve  pur- 
poses, not  to  exceed  $100,000  to  be  expended  during  the  first 
year  and  not  to  exceed  $50,000  during  any  one  year  thereafter. 

Another  act  of  some  importance  is  the  new  Auxiliary  Game 
Preserve  law  which  makes  the  creation  of  these  sanctuaries 
more  flexible. 

Another  act  of  importance  is  the  new  system  for  the  pay- 
ment of  bounties  so  as  to  expedite  the  handling  of  that  matter. 

Other  acts  of  lesser  importance  were:  the  one  increasing  the 
number  of  Game  Protectors  in  Pennsylvania:  changing  a few 
of  the  small  game  seasons  as  desired  by  sportsmen:  an  act 
making  a return  of  2 5 per  cent,  of  the  penalty  to  persons  who 
through  mistake  kill  large  game  animals  illegally;  and  the  act 
requiring  foreign-born  residents  to  present  naturalization  pa- 
pers when  applying  for  Resident  Hunter’s  Licenses. 
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Game  Preserves 


The  game  preserve  system  of  Pennsylvania  is  undoubtedly 
the  most  practical  of  any  system  in  use  in  the  United  States 
and  has  been  very  favorably  commented  upon  by  sportsmen 
from  other  States  who  have  had  an  opportunity  to  look  care- 
fully into  the  work  we  are  doing.  We  are  endeavoring  to  es- 
tablish at  least  ten  new  preserves  this  year.  Approximately 
eight  of  these  preserves  are  to  be  established  on  lands  pur- 
chased from  the  sportsmen’s  money  and  the  balance  on  lands 
now  owned  by  the  State.  The  24  game  preserves  already  cre- 
ated are  all  doing  splendid  work. 

Our  Preserve  Keepers  are  all  doing  their  best  to  distribute 
grape  vines,  apple  trees,  cherry  trees,  etc.,  found  in  their  re- 
spective vicinities  as  much  as  possible  over  the  tract  under 
their  control.  To  make  shelter  for  game  birds  and  animals  as 
well  as  beautify  the  border  of  each  of  the  preserves,  we  secured 
from  the  Forestry  Department  and  planted  conifers. 

Field  Organization. 

Our  field  organization  at  this  time  consists  of  ten  Traveling 
Game  Protectors  each  in  charge  of  from  five  to  eight  counties; 
sixty-four  Game  Protectors,  a few  of  them  with  Assistants  con- 
tinually under  pay;  and  twenty-four  Game  Preserve  Keepers. 
At  the  present  time  we  are  looking  forward  to  employing  two 
expert  trappers  to  circulate  among  our  Preserve  Keepers  and 
assist  them  in  destroying  vermin,  also  to  assist  local  sportsmen 
where  we  have  an  opportunity  to  do  so  in  campaigns  against 
vermin,  especially  wild  cats,  gray  foxes  and  weasels. 

Game  Conditions 

During  the  past  winter  the  Department  and  the  sportsmen 
of  the  State  did  more  feeding  than  ever  before,  and  the  reports 
that  have  reached  us  this  spring  are  very  gratifying.  Quail  are 
reported  fairly  plentiful  in  almost  every  southern  county,  the 
total  number  of  these  birds  fed  running  approximately  25,000. 
In  the  turkey  sections  of  the  State  a splendid  supply  of  these 
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birds  were  fed,  some  officers  caring  for  twenty  to  forty  separate 
bunches  of  birds  ranging  in  numbers  from  two  to  ten  or  a dozen 
birds  each.  The  game  conditions  generally  are  more  favorable 
now  than  at  any  time  during  the  last  five  years.  The  ruffed 
grouse  in  many  sections  are  still  rather  scarce,  but  if  the  sports- 
men will  continue  taking  these  birds  in  reasonable  numbers  as 
they  did  last  year  rather  than  to  try  and  kill  the  legal  limit, 
there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  have  a goodly  supply  of 
ruffed  grouse.  The  deer  are  increasing  rapidly  and  we  will 
probably  have  four  thousand  or  more  legal  bucks  killed  this 
coming  year. 

Sentiment  on  Game  Law  Changes. 

Since  my  appointment  as  Secretary  to  the  Board  on  January  I 
have  been  accepting  as  many  invitations  to  address  sportsmen’s 
organizations  as  my  time  would  permit.  I have  made  an  aver- 
age of  two  addresses  every  week  since  that  time,  and  have 
taken  occasion  to  secure  the  sentiment  of  the  sportsmen  rela- 
tive to  changes  in  the  law.  I find  that  the  sentiment  generally 
throughout  the  State  among  the  sportsmen  is  for  a one  month 
season  for  small  game,  especially  game  birds.  A very  great 
majority  of  the  sportsmen  want  all  small  game  for  the  month 
of  November.  In  many  cases  the  sportsmen  feel  that  the  bag 
limits  should  be  reduced,  especially  on  ruffed  grouse,  some 
recommending  two  per  day,  others  three  per  day,  while  a few 
wish  to  retain  the  present  daily  bag  limit.  The  sentiment  gen- 
erally is  in  favor  of  reducing  the  annual  bag  limit  to  about 
twelve  to  fifteen  birds,  and  with  the  army  of  hunters  we  have 
today,  with  improved  fire-arms,  improved  roads  and  automo- 
biles, I believe  it  advisable  to  carefully  consider  some  of  the 
recommendations  that  the  sportsmen  have  been  making.
